Coroner's Aide and 
Deputy Sheriffs 
Find Body Near Here 


Paul A. DuBois Jr., 31, pilot 
of a civilian plane th at took off 
from the Im perial airp o rt last 
M arch 13, for the E l Toro a ir 
bast a t Santa Ana, w as found 
dead 
beside 
the w reck of his 
plane in a l m o s t 
inaccessible 
reaches of upper P alm Canyon 
Thursday night. 
A five-hour trek throughout a l­ 
most inaccessible brushland and 
bucktorn jungles to recover the 
rem ains of a pilot who w ent 
down in his plane last M arch was 
reported last night by D eputy 
Coroner Seym er L. Cash. 


CASH LED A CREW of seven 
men who fought their w ay, m ost­ 
ly on foot, into the rugged te r­ 
rain 
of 
the 
desert 
m ountains 
south of Palm Springs to reach 
the place w here the plane piloted 
by P aul A. DuBois Jr., 31, of 
Pleasanton, crashed into the side 
of a cliff. 
O vercast skies kep t the tem ­ 
perature from exceeding 100 d e­ 
grees, Cash said, and the m ain 
hardship 
encountered 
w as not 
the 
w eather but th e 
difficult 
climib from a height of 4500 to 
7000 feet and then dow n again 
to 5500 to reach the scene of the 
crash. 
“It took us three 
hours to 
climb only about 1000 yards on 
an incline on the retu rn trip, 
Cash said. 
The 
seven, although 
worn, 
completed the trip w ithout casu­ 
alty. 


THE CREW, consisting of Cash, 
D eputy Sheriff Donald A rcher of 
Hemet, 
D eputy Sheriff L. G. 
Shockley of Riverside, tw o M a­ 
rine Corps representatives, L arry 
Bandick, guide of S an Jacinto 
and Ben Jones, left about 6 a.m. 
Friday and reached th e scene 
about 10:30.

Villagers w ill pay from $5.93 
to $5.96 per $100 assessed valu­ 
ation in taxes this year instead 
of a rate ranging from $5.18 as 
result of increases for the 1946­

county road rate of $2.44 com­ 
pared to $1.64 last year.

HARRY H ARPER, secretary of

point on parking m eters, and not 
as a councilman, John A rchibald 
said they should only be used as 
a last resort by the city. He added 
that

parking m eters 
were used, no m atter how con­ 
gested the area, he was alw ays 
able to find a place to p ark his 
automobile. 
Fred Fulton, of Fulton’s In ­ 
corporated, operators of a chain 
of m en’s and w om en’s wear, w as 
em phatically against the use of 
parking meters. 


"A PARKING LOT w ith a t­ 
tendants is th e only solution,” 
vigorously declared Fulton. 
He together w ith John E. B al­ 
lard, m anager of Bullock's; Tom 
Holland, ow ner-operator of the 
Palm Springs D epartm ent store; 
Robert 
McKenzie, 
m anager 
of 
Desmonds' and others are of th e 
opinion that a parking lot w ould 
more than pay its own way, w ith 
the use of parking tickets v ali­ 
dation system used by m erchants 
in Los Angeles.

Painted Desert Trading Post) we 
stopped for more detailed infor­ 
mation on how to reach the nat­ 
ural bridge in White Mesa that 
Harry Goldwater 
had told us 
about. His directions were to 
continue on down the main road 
to Tonalea until we came to a 
sand-dune, around which the road 
detours a few yards. On the other 
side of this dune, we should take 
the faint cart-tracks to the right, 
which head directly toward White 
mesa. 
FIND TRACKS 


Sure enough, we 
found 
the 
tracks all right and started fol­ 
lowing them. We had expected 
a very rough ride. We were 
wrong. Our route was a very cir­ 
cuitous one, to be sure, weaving 
in and out across washes and 
over 
ridges, 
but it was quite 
smooth-riding, almost like pave­ 
ment after the rough stretch of 
slick-rock 
from t h e 
Rainbow 
lodge. Every mile or so we came 
to a fork, and had to choose. 


Twice we had tQ back-track, hav­ 
ing made a wrong choice. 
Finally Jack spotted the arch 
we were seeking, jutting out of 
the southerly portion of White 
mesa. We had been looking for 
it to be either in the center or 
the northern part. Now to get 
over it. The selection of roads 
was a bit easier now that we 
knew where the bridge was. Fi­ 
nally, 7 miles from the turn-off, 
we climbed up a big expanse ot 
slick-rock and came to a halt, 
further progress barred 
by 
a 
steep canyon directly in front of 
us. However, from this spot, our 
goal could not be more than a 
mile distant, if that much. 
As we approached closer to it, 
we noted its structure. The arch 
of this natural bridge, if you can 
call it a bridge, was not flat 
across 
the 
top 
like 
Rainbow 
bridge; instead it shot down from 
the cliff top at a 45 degree angle, 
resembling a buttress more than 
anything else. Because of this 
sharp straight angle that the 
span makes, the opening under 
it is nearly a perfect right angle, 
as if a symmetrical triangle of 
rock had been knocked out of it. 
This makes the general shape of 
the structure unique. The par­ 
tition of rock jutting out from 
the parent cliffs and forming the 
arch 
was 
rather 
thin, 
about 
twelve to fifteen feet thick at the 
highest point, which was about 
120 feet above the basal ledge. 
In 
contrast 
to Rainbow, 
this 
bridge was gray chalky white, 
with bands of dark orange-brown 
around its base, exactly like the 
formation from which the Ele­ 
phants Feet were 
carved 
by 
wind and water. In all probabil­ 
ity, the two geological formations 
are identical, since the feet are

less than fifty miles from White 
mesa. 
AMAZING SIGHT 


As we climbed up the far side 
(the southern) of the talus slope 
to get a picture of the bridge, 
looking 
northward, 
we 
were 
amazed to see so many potsherds 
scattered about the surface. Pot­ 
sherds are fragments of pottery 
vessels, made by Indians some 
700 years ago. Here in this one 
spot were literally hundreds, if 
not thousands, of these pieces of 
clay ware, of all sizes, shapes, 
colors, and designs. If we had 
taken the tim e to search the small 
caves and openings 
which we 
could see all along the mesa’s 
front, 
I’m 
positive we would 
have found cliff-dwelling ruins 
and perhaps even complete wares. 
The mesa is so isolated and so 
little known, that anything might 
be hidden there. 
Someday 
I’d 
like 
to come back and spend 
several 
weeks 
just 
exploring 
White mesa. 
Chico climbed up into the arch­ 
way for pictures, having to go 
around and get up to it from 
the northern side, since there 
was a vertical drop of twenty 
feet from ours, which made an 
ascent there impossible without 
ropes. 
Pictures taken, we returned to 
the station wagon, drove back to 
the main 
"highway,” and were 
again headed for Monument Val­ 
ley. It wa s4:30 that afternoon 
when we got Into Goulding’s. 
We remained 
there for two 
days, over my birthday. I adopted 
Chico’s philosophy that everyone 
wastes at least ten years of his 
life. He tells everyone he’s ten 
years younger than he really is;

In my last letter to the papers 
I said I wanted the people to 
understand 
what 
the 
Wallace 
controversy m eant in terms of 
the United Nations agreement. 
Tha controversy has, in the mean­ 
time, been settled temporarily by 
the President, but the consider­ 
ations still exist. 
For certain of this information, 
I am indebted to the distinguished 
junior^ Senator from California, 
William F. Knowland. Bill Know­ 
land and I were elected to the 
State Assembly in Sacramento in 
1932. He was a leader then, as 
he is today. Coming from a,n 
even-numbered district, he was 
elected to the State Senate in 
1934, and I, representing an odd- 
numbered district, was elected 
Senator in 1936. I served two 
years with Senator Knowland in 
that body. He left to acquire val­ 
uable practical experience in the 
publishing business; was drafted 
in World War II and rose from 
GI to major by the time the death 
of the aged and influential Hiram 
Johnson left the vacancy in the 
United States Senate to which 
he was appointed by Governor 
Warren. Knowland has made an 
outstanding record, both in com­ 
mittee work and on the floor, and 
in the councils of his party, as 
evidence of which I call atten­ 
tion to his appointment, as a very 
new man i na very old legislative 
body, to the joint committee of 
the Senate and House to control 
atomic energy. Incidentally, I not 
only have served with him in 
Sacramento but Washington, but 
I served in Congress with the 
very unhappy young man who is 
Senator Knowland’s opponent in 
the present senate race. 
I consider this committee on 
atomic energy to be unique in 
its importance to this country. 
It is the desire of everyone that 
the beneficial factors of atomic 
energy should be made available 
to everyone, ’ everywhere.

destructive powers. This is the 
issue completely ignored by the 
bumbling Mr. Wallace, whose feet 
have always been firmly fixed 
in the clouds. 
The question is not whether 
Russia is involved; it might be 
any nation, big or little. The 
atomic bomb is a tiny package of 
destruction. We made it possible 
by having the scientists, some 
of whom were driven from their 
home countries by the policies of 
Hitler and Mussolini, by having 
the industrial know-how, and by 
having the money and being will­ 
ing to spend it. There is nothing 
in knowledge, or industrial ac­ 
tivity, that any other country, 
given time and. the desire, could 
not work out. Time is therefore 
the factor of safety: time and the 
strength of the United Nations 
organization. 
The 
plan 
would 
be, 
under 
world control of atomic energy, 
to permit its use for peaceful 
purposes, under constant super­ 
vision and inspection of the In­ 
ternational Committee placed in 
charge, or under control of the 
United Nations organization. Let 
us presume a case in which some 
nation, a small nation if you 
want, decided it was tired of 
beijng supervised and checked. 
You and I get tired of being su­ 
pervised and checked and regu­ 
lated by Washington agencies. 
This small nation could no­ 
tify all international inspectors 
that they would have to leave 
the country. It would have that 
right. It could turn them out on 
tweny-four hours notice, if it 
wanted. Under the terms of the 
United Nations agreement, what 
could we do; or what could any 
other nation do? The remedy 
would be an immediate appeal 
to the United Nations, and prac­ 
tically, to the Security Council. 
Here would come the situation 
I want to emphasizes % -,rLf M 
VETO, by any of the larger n a ­ 
tions having that veto power, 
could effectively prevent any ac­ 
tion by the United Nations to 
stop whatever designs the small 
nation 
(used 
as an example) 
might have in mind. The League 
of Nations failed to meet the 
similar issues 
of its 
day, 
in 
Ethiopia and in China, becuase 
of similar restrictions, and World 
War II was the outcome. 
Thus, 
the 
world must 
first 
work out and 
strengthen the 
p o w e r s and controls of the 
United Nations before accepting 
the proposals of Mr. Wallace and 
his supporters. This is not for 
our own safety; it is not selfish; 
it is for the safety of the world. 
That is one reason why Mr. Wal­ 
lace’s speech was so confusing to 
the world, and so damaging t<u 
the influence, for peace, of dfcjj 
representatives. 
~ 
The point is not entirely, at 
the moment, whether you agree 
with Mr. Byrnes or w ith Mr. 
Wallace or with Mr. Truman. One 
important factor, in the future 
of world peace, is the attitude 
and understanding of each na­ 
tion with whom we have to deal. 
Mr. Byrnes is officially the Sec­ 
retary of State, and represents 
us at the current conference. He 
is supported by Senator Con- 
nally and by Senator Vanden- 
berg. The representatives of other 
nations simply do not under­ 
stand a situation in which one 
representative of this nation pre­ 
sents one policy, and another of­ 
ficial, holding responsible posi­ 
tion as a Cabinet member, pre­ 
sents another policy. Confusion 
results; and inevitably a loss of 
influence for the United States. 
If we do not like the policies 
of Mr. Byrnes our job is to change 
them here; to argue them here. 
If we do like them, our job is to 
support them here. In either case, 
so long as he remains our spokes­ 
man, the job of every American 
is to present a united front to 
the world, so that the influence 
and power of the United States 
may be 
used to bring lasting 
peace out of the present con­ 
fusion. —

painted to tone it down, and 
added a sign: Wells Fargo Way 
Station.
